THIS.” 

IN BREMER’S S137-A-M0NTH MILWAUKEE APARTMENT, THE POLICE FOUND A 
CONFEDERATE FLAG ON THE FLOOR, WALLACE CAMPAIGN BUTTONS, A BOX OF 
AMMUNITION, COMIC BOOKS, A MAGAZINE ABOUT FIREARMS, A TAX FORM 
INDICATING AN INCOME OF $1,611 IN 1971, A REPORT CARD FROM SOUTH 
DIVISION HIGH SCHOOL IN MILWAUKEE DATED JANUARY, 1969 SHOWING TWO 
C’S, TWO D’S, AND — IN CONDUCT — TWO A’S, TWO B’S AND ONE C. 

ALSO, THEY FOUND A SMALL NOTEBOOK WITH THESE PASSAGES: 

”MY COUNTRY TIZ OF THEE, SWEET LAND OF EIGOTRY." 

"JUST CALL ME CANOE, MY MOTHER LIKED TO PADDLE ME A LOT." 

--"NIXON USES A NIGHT LIGHT." 

"HAPPINESS IS HEARING GEORGE WALLACE SINGING THE NATIONAL ANTHEM 
OR HAVING HIM ARRESTED FOR A HIT AND RUN TRAFFIC ACCIDENT" (RECALLING 
WALLACE’S FREQUENT 1968 THREAT TO RUN DOWN DEMONSTRATORS WITH AN 
AUTOMOBILE). 

THE THREE-ROOM APARTMENT WAS MESSY, CLOTHES LITTERED ABOUT AND 
FAMILY PHOTOS ON A TABLE. 

"HE STAYED PRETTY MUCH TO HIMSELF AND DIDN’T TALK MUCH," SAID 
STEPHEN WASCHE, A RELATIVE OF THE RESIDENT BUILDING MANAGER. "HE WAS 
ALWAYS SMILING." 

HE SAID BREMER HAD HIS HEAD SHAVED BALD ABOUT FOUR MONTHS AGO. 



AT A 2 A.M. EDT BRIEFING IN THE HOSPITAL, SCHANNO TOLD REPORTERS 
THE 3 UL LET STILL IN WALLACE'S BACK WAS "LODGED RIGHT AT THE BACKBONE. 
IT’S FELOW THE LEVEL OF THE LAST RIB.
